The amendment filed on April 2, 2007 under. 37 CFR 1.1 16 in reply to the final 
rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will NOT be entered because: the proposed amendment raises new 
issues that would require further consideration and/or search. The amendment has not 
been entered for the following reasons: 

The amendment adds new limitations to the polynucleotide of claims 1 and 3. 
polynucleotide encoding a fusion polypeptide that has a "reduced half-life relative to a 
corresponding reporter protein which lacks the heterologous protein destabilization 
sequences and has a reduced half-life relative to each corresponding reporter protein 
which has one of the heterologous protein destabilization sequences" and a 
polynucleotide wherein the codons are "preferentially employed in a mammalian host 
cell", which was never presented in any previously filed claims. Therefore, the newly 
amended claims warrant further consideration on these newly incorporated limitations, 
necessitating a new search in the prior art and/or a new rejection.
